Griffith Opens Up 


On Baseball Czar 


Says Commissiorw's 
M*thod Meeting Prob- 


lem All Wrong 


ORLANDO, Fla.—</P)—Clark. GHf* 


fith, shrewd owner-president of the 
Washington Nationals, agreed Monday 
with Kenasaw M. Landis that the pres- 
ent baseball farm System often is an 
"emil," and then lambasted the com- 
missioner's methods of meeting the 
problem. 


He defended the system's right to 


existence and asserted emphatically 
ho would fight to the last ditch against 
any attempt to kill Class C and D 
leagues, the "life's blood of Amer- 
ican baseball." 


"I agree with Commissioner Landis 


that the manner in which some farm 
clubs are run can be, and is, an evil. 
But until Latidis can advance some 
concrete proposal that will allow the 
Class D leagues to flourish, I'll fight 
to the last breath," the 70-year-old 
Griffith said. 


"I do not believe that Mr. Landis 


realized fully the far-reaching effects 
of point five in his first declaration. 
I believe that he will further modify 
it and that* in time, some proposal 
will be brought forward to clera the 
picture.

(Point five covers working agree- 


ments. The essence of its wording 
would prevent Charlotte, a Washing- 
ton farm, from giving aid to the Or- 
lando Class D club unless Charlotte 
owned Orlando outright.) 


"That point five in the proposal got 
aseball up in the air, for there is no 
ninor league team that is self-sup- 
porting. Even the Class AA clubs have 
to get help from the majors once in 
awhile. 


"Class D leagues are always in need 


of help. One or two clubs in a Class 
D league might make money some 
years, but there isn't a Class D league 
in the country that will balance the 
slate when an audit is made at the 
end of the season." 


Griffith was just as dead set against 


the commissioner's proposal that sub- 
sidies be granted to minor league 
clubs. 


'It is utterly ridiculous to think 


that a Class D club could operate on 
a subsidy of ?1000 a season; or a Class 
G league on a subsidy of ?1500 or Class 
E on ?2000. That is ihpossible—the 
amount would be just a drop in the 
bucket. 


"Lnndis might be able to outhink 


me but Landis can't out-think me in 
a baseball way. I say again that he 
didn't realize the far-reaching ef- 
fects o fthat recommendation. 
. "You hear an awful lot of the evils 
of baseball, but- you don't hear of 
the good things." 

One of the good tilings, he said, is 
a fund of $18,000 borne equally by the 
American, National and National As- 
sociation of Minor Leagues, finances 
a committee to organize new leagues.
